ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, NORTH AFRICA, July 10. The United Nations open- 
ed the Battle of Europe today by sending powerful invasion forces swarming onto the 
beaches of Sicily, and the first eye-witness report said a bombardment by Allied war- 
ships had “started a chain of smoke and flames” stretching 10 miles into the island. 


“Somebody is definitely catching hell, and IT give you one quess who it is,” said an 


| Allied pilot, as he brought his Lockheed Lightning back to an advanced air base froma 


flight over Sicily. 

(A broadcast from Algiers at 6:00 p.m. (10:00 aom., M.D.T.) said “everything is go- 
ing according to plan” for the Allies. A Berlin broadcast gave the first picture of the 
operations today, saying the operation was launched with “considerable forces” and that 
it began with “the support of strong naval and air force formations.” The German high 
command itself said the “enemy immediately encountered strong defences on the ground 
and in the air. Fighting is still progressing.” ) 


A mighty aerial umbrella aided the Allied invasion forces which were made up of 
Canadian, British and American troops. Meagre and unofticial reports said the invasion 
aided by heavy naval support was “proceeding according to plan.” 


Indications were that the Axis defenders were putting up a stiff fight. 


(Axis communiques reported that the fighting was heavy on the southeastern coast 
of Sicily, and said counter-blows had been struck against the invaders, British sources 
suggested that other and more important blows might be struck against the fortress of

Battle Expected To Be Costly 


Although the steady pounding of Allied airplanes had 


knocked out the main Sicilian harbors closest to Italy, there |! 


were late reports that Nazi and Fascist reserves had been 
rushed to the island and there was little question that the 
struggle for the mountainous stronghold would be a costly 
and probably a long one. Preliminary reports indicated that 
the Axis resistance was fierce and that the enemy airplanes 
were attacking desperately, often diving through their own 
anti-aircraft fire in their efforts to get at the Allied bombers 


Field Marshall Albert Kesselring, the Nazi air expert 
who had commanded an air fleet on the Russian front, was 
reported directing the Axis aerial defences with the aid 
of Baron Wolfram Von Richtofen, who also had been on 
the eastern front. 


Reports from the battle front in the early stages were 
meagre, but Allied headquarters said that information would 


be issued as regularly as possible. 


Axis Reaction to Attack Is Slow
